The team also will set up radio rooms, rework administrative procedures, and assign 
call signs for all UN humanitarian-aid workers and non-governmental organizations (NGOs) -- 
other international aid organizations. However, any ham radio operations would be secondary 
to the WFP's efforts in Iraq. Operators mentioned are: Peter Casier/ON6TT (who's expected in 
Baghdad sometime this week), Robert Kasca/S53R, Mark Demeuleneere/ON4WW and Mats
